It is & long time since there was such an
ungeatlemanly scene on & ball field in this
city as there was yesterduy at Recreation
Park. The principal factor in the disgrace-
ful affair was Jay Faatz, who is entrusted
with the eaptainey of the Cleveland team.
The club is. of eonrse, recognized as the
“baby”* in the League, but if Mr, Faatz isa
sample of the other babies they are certainly
older than 7 as far as vulgarity, impudence
and questionable conduct are concerned. It
is to be hoped that there is not another
Faatz in the League or any baseball organi-
gation. He was fiped $50, but itisa great
pity that a penalty commensurate with his con-
duet couid not be imposed,

The disgraceful srene all came about in this
way: Galvin and Satcliffe were officiating as
umpires in the absence of MeQnaide, amd also
of Zactharing, the substitute. Io the seventh
inning Twitchell was on third when Tebeau
knocked a hot grounder to White. The Deacon
fielded the ball admirably, and threw it to first,
as there were two men out. Tebeau appeared
0 be nt the base almost as spon a8 the ball, but
Galvin was standing at the base and called the
runner out. Twitchell in the meantime tried
to get home, thinking Tebeau was safe, but be
was sasily nabbed at the plate. The first base
decision, bowever, riled Jr. Faatz so much
that be cailed Galvin some very ugly names,
and then yelled into Galvin's face in presence
of the crowd:

“YOU'RE A ROTTEN UMPIRE,

You're a rotten umpire” The situation
was a trying one for Jeems, but he conduotad
himsell like a gentinmen, and calmly told Faatx
that two fines of §25 each would be imposed on
bim. In the meantime the crowd was wild
with excliement, and Faatz continued to stand
near the plate blackguarding Galvin, Finally
Galvin ordered Faalx off the fleld, and that had
the effect of prompting him to his position.
Itis hard to think of another captain ofa
team who would bave acted like Fantz, and by
all means for the dignity of the national game,
Galvin should have insisted that Faatz re-
muined on the beneh., It is only fair to note,
however, that the balance of the Cleveland
team in no way aided Faarz m his strange
condoct. They held aloof and seemed ashamed
of the affair, The scene certainly spoiled a
Lrilliant game, and snch an affair to be prompt-
ed by & Cleveland official was a surprise, That
team so far has had the reputation of being the
most pentlemanly aggregution in the conntry,
Put, aven if Galvin had not decided Tebean
out, the side would still have bean retired, as
Twitchell was easily canght at the plate.

No man is more hoo-
est, and if s judgment was wrong it certainly
